At Uast 10 Millions Can b* Uted 
For General Statt Budget Purposes

Madison—The anxiety of the Heil 


administration on the highway di- 
version question was explained to- 
day by the state highway commis- 
sion's budget for 1942 and 1943. sub- 
mitted to the executive office by W. 
E. O'Brien, commission chairman. 


The budget figures show that the 


administration will be able to di- 
vert, if it wishes, up to $10,000.000 
from the highway fund 1o the gen- 
eral state fund during the next two 
years without interfering with pres- 
ent statutory allocations. 


Although all other state depart- 


ments presented their budgets for- 
mally to Governor Heil and his 
budget committee during the last 
few weeks at public hearings, and 
the highway commission estimates 
of receipts and disbursements were 
transmitted without a public hcar- 
inc. Two years ago Heil discussed 
the commission budget along with 
other departmental expenditures at 
his public budget hearings. 


Collect 73 Millions 


The commission budget shows 


that it expects to collect in the next 
two years, from state gasoline tax- 
es, motor registration fees, federal 
sids and several minor sources, a 
net total of more than $73,000,000. 
and that $26.000.000 of that sum has 
tentatively been marked for con- 
'struction purposes during the bien- 
nial period. 


Of the $26.000.000. however—$11.- 


472.000 in 1942 and $14.500,000 in 1943 
-iflnly about $8.000,000 is definitely 
required to be spent by law, a sum 
•erf more than $4,000,000 in allotments 
•jto counties for improvements on the 
-state trunk highway system, and 
'Slightly less than $4.000.000 for prin- 
itipal payments on county bond is- 
sues which the state is pledged to 
:honor. That will amount to about 
"$16,000.000 for the two year period, 
'leaving a balance of $10,000.000 to be 
'spent for miscellaneous construction 
6r improvements on the state trunk 
'.highway system as the state high- 
•way commission desires. 
• Because the highway commission 
-.can let no contracts without the 
-'governor's explicit approval and 
.signature. Heil has the power to 
'spend that balance for-highways or 
-for his general state budget, as he 


pleases. During the present biennl- 
um. he is using highway funds at 
the rate of about $3.000.000 a year, 
according to administration author- 
ities. 


There is only one condition upon 


the governor's control—that the 
state must match with its own funds 
the federal aids paid to the state. 
That would make impossible the 
diversion of the whole $10.000,000 
balance, it has been 
pointed out. 


But at the same time the governor 
can, if he wills, veto parts or all of 
the SfOOO.OOO statutory 
fund for 


state highway construction allot- 
ments to the counties. 


A system has grown up under 


which some counties' 
allocations 


are frequently put in "reserve" to 
be spent in the future. Heil employ- 
ed that practice this year in order 
to leave a bigger highway cash bal- 
ance. 


More Diversion 


The conclusion is that the admin- 


istration will find it possible to 
continue diversion at the present 
rate, and to increase the rate if it

year. 


Because state tax authorities ex- 


pect normal state taxes to produce 
more heavily this year—and partic 
ularly utility, corporation and per 
sonal income taxes—administration 
financial experts are quite confi 
dent they can finance a budget con 
siderably higher than the $72,000.000 
level now attained. 


Their only worry is the prospec 


of * strong support for a constitu 
tlohal amendment which would pu 
hJchway. funds out of their reach. 


The legislature will have befor< 


it that amendment for the second 
time when it convenes ,in January 
If it is adopted promptly, and pu 
before the people for a direct refer 
endum vote in January, it wil 
spoil the administration financia 
plans.

Teaching of Justice, 
Charity is Solution, 
Pastor Tells Rotary 


The social disorder prevailing in 


the modern world does not'need 
state domination for its cure but 
can be righted by teaching men 
justice and charity through religi- 
ous and intellectual efforts, the 
Rev. Father Cyprian. O.M. Cap- 
pastor of the St. Joseph's church, 
said in an address before the Ap- 
pleton Rotary club yesterday noon 
in the Conway hotel. 


The world is divided on the meas- 


ures necessary to clear social chaos, 
the pastor said, with one group ad- 
vocating totalitarian doctrine and 
the other a Christian social doc- 
trine. "Moral principles must be 
applied to man's life, whether busi- 
ness or social," the pastor said. 
"Most of the world's distress is due 
to the lack of this principle. 


"The law of charity is just as 


real as the law of justice. All men 
are members of one family; not in 
talents, station in life, and oppor- 
tunities, but as touches certain in- 
alienable rights." 


The pastor related to his audience 


the views on capital and labor as 
renewed by the late Pope Pius XI 
from the original encyclical issued 
by Leo XIII in 1891. 


In the encyclical, the papal head 


announced the attitude of the Cath- 
olic church on the relation of capi- 
tal and labor. • Of capital, he said: 
The industrialist can't say that his 
business is his own affair alone. 
The industrialist doesn't own the 
worker or the public which buys 
his goods. 


Labor is not a commodity which 


can be purchased lor the lowest 
price. It is, rather, a .human effort. 
It has been put f0rth(>to earn^a live- 
lihood. 


Man Is Hainan 


Man is a human being created by 


God. 
In totalitarian states, "This 


is one of the first truths to be push- 
ed aside." 


The industrialist, the encyclical 


continued, cannot consider men as 
mere machines. Capital must rec- 
ognize the right of working men to 
bargain collectively and to receive 
a wage for the "support of self and 
family becomingly." 
The living 


wage should be "the first charge" 
in any business. 


Turning to labor, the papal head 


pointed out that every man is un- 
der obligation to produce fair and 
honest work, to have an interest 
In his job and to be loyal to his 
employer. 


If the employer docs not receive 


it reasonable income, the encyclical 
continued, he may not be able to 
pay a living wag'e. This situation, 
then, should be solved by combin- 
ed efforts of both the employer and 
workers. 


Pope Pius XI warned laboring 


men against exaggerating minor 
annoyances until they 
became, | 


without justification, major gricv- j 
ances. He advised labor to strike i 
only when a real injustice existed 
and when the benefit of a strike 
outweighed the harm it would 
cause. Violence in strikes, the en- 
cyclical declared, was without de- 
fense.

long narrow fringe et civilization on the edge of a 
continental wilderness and Washington was at their 
waist 
, Perhaps the'founding fathers could not possibly 
have foreseen the astonishing expansion of our coun- 
try, but now our central location in area is some- 
where in* Kansas, and our center of population, (not 
yet announced from the last census), is probably in 
Indiana. 


As a result, Washington is about as inconveniently 


located as possible for most U. S. citizens to exercise 
their constitutional right to visit the seat of the gov- 
ernment. 


In this period of centralization, this city is growing 


like the green bay tree, overflowing its boundaries to

even rented office space, is congested. By far the biggest American in- 
dustry is government, and it is largely centered here. The crowding 
boosts Washington's cost of living, or at least of food, and construction 
to a very high relative level.

days. "Few die. None resign."

board. Accordingly he had a law passed. 
It was to become effective January 1, 


1940. 


For about 12 months since that time 


federal, state and county officials have 
worked on the job of installing the civil 
service system. Last week we were told 
that the Wisconsin 
state government's 


share of the total cost of such dejibera- 
tions, probably about a third, was more 
than $22,000 during that year. 


Yet there is not the slightest possibil- 


ity that the vaunted civil service idea will 
be effective in the courthouse pension of- 
fices by the first of the new year, more 
than 12 months after the federal law de- 
clared it must start. 


The three governmental parties have 


not been able to agree on the terms. Coun- 
ty spokesmen, pointing out that as long as 
they are putting up millions of dollars to 
support the social security program they 
arc not going to surrender their voice in 
the direction of that program without a 
complaint, have reoelled against some of 
the proposed regulations for salaries and 
working conditions which have come from 
the Washington experts. 


Because of the likelihood that the civil 


service plan will not be finished before 
the middle of next summer, at the earli- 
est, many have been inclined to question 
the value of the whole proposition. 


In the first place there is the propriety 


of compulsion from Washington, when the 
state and the localities match every fed- 
eral penny spent for social security 'aids in 
Wisconsin. 


Secondly, there is the fact that if con- 


gress sincerely wants to legislate civil ser- 
vice reforms, it can do no betterJthan to 
start in the federal government 
itself,' 


where hundreds of thousands of persons 
remain on the payroll sheerly on a pat- 
ronage basis. There is plenty of room for 
civil service expansion 
in Washington, 


and we don't mean the blanketing of po- 
liticians in life-time postoffice jobs under 
the name of civil service. That would 
seem to be more important than in is- 
suing orders to independent local govern- 
ments about the wages to be paid to a 
few pension clerks and caseworkers, and 
the lengths of vacations to be allowed 
them. 


Thirdly, when the people of Wisconsin 


•want civil service in their local govern- 
ments, they'll get it—and without dicta- 
tion from Washington. Nor will they get- 
it in serial installments, as the federal 
government now proposes. If the resi- 
dents and taxpayers .of a county feel that 
it is good business to .put social security 
administrative employes on a civil ser- 
vice basis, they will also include the em- 
ployes of the highway department and the 
many other branches of county adminis- 
tration.

Washington—One of the most difficult things 


to find out about the progress of the defense 
program is the rate of production—or "pro- 
curement," as military experts call it. 


There has been fanfare about the fact that 


the defense commission has "cleared" some 
$10.000,000,000 worth of projects and that of 
this vast sum, orders for around $9,000,000,000 
actually have been let But on the all-impor- 
tant detail of when these arms, ships, planes, 
etc. will be forthcoming, there is a deep silence. 


This is not a recent development From the 


start of the defense program all public an- 
nouncements of army and navy contracts have 
carefully omitted any information about de- 
livery dates. The official explanation has been 
"military precaution." 


Doubtless there are instances where secrecy 


is necessary. But it 'also is true that the great 
bulk of army and navy procurement can be 
found minutely itemized in the published hear- 
ings of the congressional appropriation com- 
mittees, and any foreign power that wants to 
find out what is what about our defense need 
only read these free public documents. 


In some official quarters the opinion prevails 


that the real reason for secrecy is not so much 
"military precaution" as the desire to suppress 
the fact that output i; dragging.

A 
possible explanation for this delay is last-min- 
ute changes in design resulting from combat 
experience abroad. 


(2) Airplane production, which certain de- 


fense chiefs optimistically said would be up to 
around 1,000 planes per month by November, 
actually is some 250 ships short of that very 
modest mark. Moreover, a considerable part of 
this production is in training planes and un- 
armored bombers. They are necessary, of 
course, but the plane situation is far from an 
armada of 50.000 fighting ships. 


(3) A serious bottleneck in range-finders 


and gun-sights is holding up output of light 
and heavy guns for the army and navy. This 
situation is expected to be eaf ed soon, when the 
Eastman Kodak company gets into production 
on a $12,000,000 order just signed for this equip- 
ment. 


Many of the causes for delay are well known, 


such as the resistance of certain manufacturers 
to accepting war orders, also the opposition to 
mushrooming plants for purely emergency pur- 
poses, demands for tax concessions, and the 
constant changing of specifications by the mili- 
tary experts. - 


But there are other factors, less known but 


just as obstructive, in some instances far more 
so. 
NO MASS PRODUCTION 


One of the big companies of defense chiefs 


is lack of machine-tool facilities. Yet there are 
many small plants of this type around the 
country that have been literally begging for 
orders and not getting them. One company 
with 150 lathes has been advertising for busi- 
ness in trade journals for months. 


Also there is strong evidence of a lack of 


vision or initiative or both in making the best 
use of mass production facilities? The blame 
for +his goes right back to high defense quar- 
ters. 
•.. The gigantic resources of the auto industry, 
for example, have been practically untouched 
for defense output. New plants have been or- 
dered that will take months to build, when by 
a coordination of the great auto factories, parts 
of planes, tanks, guns, etc. could be turned out 
in carload lots daily and assembled at central 
points. . 


William Reuther, young official of the United 


Auto Workers, long ago proposed such a plan 
for a daily output of 500 all-metal pursuit 
planes of the most powerful type in the world, 
and at one-third their present cost. But the 
matter is still "being discussed." 


Other industries could be used in the same 


way for similar short-cuts on other armament 
needs, but they are not. Meanwhile, defense 
output drags along, and precious weeks and 
months flit by.

tions. I have watched the operation 
of the private agencies— supported 
in part by these Good Fellow con- 
tributions—for a number of years 
and I know something about 
the 


work they are doing. I want you to 
know that if all our public institu- 
tions were as careful and painstak- 
ing in their handling of 
public 


funds as are these relief organiza- 
tions in handling the money en- 
trusted to them you would never 
hear anything about public extrav- 
agance or waste. 


It seems to me that in a commu-

and heredity. Dr. Tracy M. Sonne- 
born made the findings. x 


Ths known carriers of heredity 


are chromosomes, which are micro- 
scopic, threadlike bodies in each 
living cell. The threads in each 
cell contain all the chemical regu- 
lators to produce the species, shape 
and character of the organism. 


In mating, the cells which carry 


**iese hereditary patterns are the 
ovum and the sperm. The threads 
o; the pair join. In this joining, 
the threads break and recombine 
into different patterns. Each change 
in constitution of a thread means a 
change in the hereditary character- 
istics of the offspring. 


Paramecia are able to reproduce 


both with and 
without 
mating. 


When there is none, each parame- 
cium simply divides in two. 


With both kinds of paramecia 


reproduction. Dr. Sonneborn was 
able to produce offspring with no 
new chromosome material and no 
change in the chromosome pat- 
terns.

Pegler Canvasses Facfs in 
Story of Sf eve Ea fly's Knee 


BY WESTBROOK PEGLER 


New York—Just' to keep the record straight. I would like to canvass 


the established facts of the fracas in Pennsylvania station on the night 
of Oct. 28, in which James Sloan, a Negro policeman, was said to have 
been kicked or kneed by Steve Early, the press secretary of the White 


House. 


The official police record declares that Early kick- 


ed Sloan in the stomach. This would constitute a 
felony. The policeman was examined by a physician, 
who reported that he had discovered "contusion of 
lower abdomen." 


The incident was blown up with political gas, and 


the victim's complexion was emphasized as though 
he had been singled out for abuse because he was a 
Negro. Politicians, white and colored, and editorial 
writers were guilty in this respect. 


Sloan deflated the issue, however, by declaring 


that he intended to vote for President Roosevelt, 
"who has done so much for my race," and this fact 
was faithfully reported in the press. 


Pegler 
Sloan had undergone and had not entirely recov- 


ered from an operation, and, although he was able to stand immediately 
after the incident and no muscles had been broken, he went home to bed, 
where he remained an interesting invalid for some time. 


After election, on the initiative of a New York publisher, who has 


freely criticized the New Deal, an investigation was made in Washington, 
so that if Early had suffered injus- 
tice he might be cleared. By this

Henry of the Washington Star said 
Steve "raised his hands and a 
knee." and that Sloan backed away 
complaining that he had been hit 
in the stomach. Raymond Brandt 
of the St Louis Post-Dispatch said 
Early 'raised his knee to ward him 
off." 


It should be observed, incidental- 


ly, that Steven was acting entirely 
on behalf of the reporters in try- 
ins to get through the lines. 


Sloan, back on duty, has sent po- 


lite greetings to Early, and the in- 
cident is officially closed. Stev* 
having apologized earlier for some- 
thing which he insists he did not 
do.

The short, dark days of winter do not draw children into the open for 


work or play. They are slower in'their movements, more inclined to 
sleep late, sit about the house and get along with as .little effort as pos- 
sible. If they can skip school attendance for a day they seem to be elated 
Winter has that effect on them and unless the teachers and parents are 
on the alert to combat the sluggishness it will get the best of the young- 
sters and school attendance will fall off. 


Regular attendance at school is highly important to the children. They 


need the steady rhythm of daily living that school sets. To be on time 
they must rise at a regular hour, eat breakfast at the set time, start for 
school by the clock, work according to schedule for the school day, anc 
home again. That regularity sets a rhythm of action in their bodies and 
they need it for growth and health and comfort of body and mind. 


Uneasy at Home 


When the rhythm is broken and the child stays out of school for even 


one day, he is as uncomfortable as a fish out of water. He trifles about 
the house going from room to room, from window to window, getting in 
everybody's way and complaining that they are in his way. Disconten 
fills his soul and he is hard to live 
with. Everybody is glad when he 
gets off to school next day. 
That lost day is costly. The rhy- 
thm of his growth is broken. It will 
take days to catch up the ends and 
get back into it again and, in the 
meantime, the child has lost step 
with his class. He has missed points 
here and there, and there are holes 
in the fabric of his learning that 
can never be filled. 


People say, "0. he will soon "catch 


up again." when a child is absent 
for any time from his school. He 
will catch up in the sense that he 
will get enough grade information 
to pass but he will never make up 
the days he lost when his compan- 
ions were working on schedule 
with

teachers. Something 


precious in those moments was lost 
to him and nobody, nothing, can 
restore it.

Already we 
have people who are for tht most 
part Kind, people who want a peace- 
ful world where no dictator can 
damage the rights of men. 


Yet there is today no world po- 


lice force, and so far in human his- 
tory men have failed to bulk one 
up. It is a mistake to .look back on 
man's record and suppose there 
has been just one war after another 
(many good things are to be found 
in history) but it is true that too 
many wars have taken place. 


In the year we call 212 B. C., an 


attack was made on the city of 
Syracuse by a Roman army. Syr- 
acuse was at that time a Greek 
colony, which had been 
started 


long before on the coast of the 
island of Sicily. 


The Romans-cut their way into 


the city, and put the people in fear, 
with the exception of one man. 
That man was Archimedes, per- 
haps the greatest 
scientist 
and 


thinker of his time. 


The story of Archimedes jump- 


ing out of th$ bathtub and shout- 
ing "Eureka" may not be true, but 
it seems clear that he did discover 


Archimedes and the Roman soldter 
an important law of nature related 
to water. 


Archimedes also performed other 


work which helped the progress of 
science. Up to the end of his life 
he kept on trying to add to the 
world's store of • knowledge. 
On 


the day the Romans took Syracuse, 
we are told that he was busy work- 
ing out a problem. 


The old thinker, then about 75 


years of age. seems to have been 
doing his work outdoors. 
A Ro- 


man soldier, with sword in hand. 
placed him under arrest. 


"Come with me to the general." 


ordered the soldier. 


"Not until I have worked out 


this problem," replied Archimedes. 


Thereupon 
the 
soldier 
struck 


down and killed one of the great 
men of history. Two centuries lat- 
er a Roman poet found his grave 
amidst a mass of bramble bushes 
near Syracuse. 


Thirty-four years ago, a scholar 


studied a hand-written prayer book 
which was known to date 
back 


about 800 years. The study showed 
that the words had been written on 
parchment from which other words 
had been erased. 


Using methods of modern science, 


the scholar was able to read most 
of the writing which. In a rough 
way, had been erased. He found 
that it was a book by Archimedes. 
No copy of that book had been 
known up to the time the scholar 
studied the prayer book in 1906.

Sun 
cured, bright green, alfalfa hay is 
iest, according to J. M. Fargo, ani- 
mal husbandman of the state col- 
lege of agriculture, in a bulletin to 
J. F. Magnus, county agent. 
v Fargo advocates such hay for all 
types of swine both young and old. 
Because swine have small digestive 
tracts they cannot consume large 
amounts of any kind of roughage, 
but the small amount they do eat is 
of great value in balancing the ra- 
tion. Ho explains that alfalfa has 
been used to replace tankage as the 
supplement to corn, with good re- 
sults.

ban those of the open-pollinated

A composite of the seed of all the

has a variation three-eighths of an 
nch in length; three-eighths of an 
nch in width; and three-eighths of 
an inch in thickness, according to 
Vright This includes all seed—the 
lats, the thicks, and the rounds. 
Also, the seeds possess ridges and 


depressions, they are lop-sided, an- 
ular. and wedge-shaped, the Wis- 
consin agronomist pointed out And 
oo. he said, the need for accurate 
planting is greater in corn than for 
any other important crop—a few 
pounds must plant an entire acre in 
either hills or drills—and the stand 
must be uniform.

It may sound like a paradox to' 


my that the salvation of Italy de- 
pend* upon the defeat of Germany. 
But this is not the first great war in 
which the allies of a conqueror are 
forced at last to see that his victory' 
•would mean their own destruction. 
Napoleon was at one time allied 
with all the kingdoms of continen- 
tal Europe; in the end they left hint 
and turned against him and Seat- 
ed him. 


The Italians are the chief ex- 


ample in this war of a people who 
have more to fear from their nom- 
inal partners than from their avow- 
ed enemies. For the defeat of Italy 
by Great Britain and her allies 
would leave Italy intact would pre- 
serve Italy as an independent pow- 
er in the Mediterranean, as an in- 
fluence in the Balkans and central 
Europe, and with some kind ot co- 
lonial empire in Africa. But the vic- 
tory of Germany would certainly 
put an end to Italian independence 
and would surely mean the lors to 
Germany of the territory which It- 
aly won from Austria in the ether 
war. 
Now Facing Prospect 
Of Lofcioic Either Way 


Until Mussolini made the fatal dc- 


cision to entef this war. the great 
majority of responsible Italians saw 
clearly that the Axis was bound in 
any even to be fatal to Italy. 
This 


was the view of the monarchy, of 
the army, of the Vatican, of the sea- 
soned diplomats, of many of the 
older Fascists, and certainly of the 
great mass of the ordinary people. 
They could not, presumably, have 
foreseen in the late spring that 
things would go so badly for Italy 
in a military sense as they have 
gone. The most eminent soldiers of 
France thought that Hitler had won 
the war and that Great Britain 
would be defeated in a few weeks; 
it would not be surprising, there- 
fore, if the Italians who entered the 
war so reluctantly may have been 
persuaded for a while that Musso- 
lini had made a shrewd choice, and 
that he was going happily to the 
assistance of the already victorious 
Germans. 


But once this estimate of the state 


of the war turned out to be mis- 
taken, the earlier and sounder judg- 
ment of the Italians and pf their 
friends was vindicated. The Italians 
have been placed in a 
position 


where they are losing to both sides. 
They are in fact losing more to the 
Nazis than to the Allies, and they 
now face the prospect either of be- 
ing occupied by the Germans as the 
result of being knocked out by the 
British or of being overrun and ad- 
ministered by the Nazis to save 
them from the British. 
Bren Before Greek War, 
Defeat* Came In Series 


Even before their recent reverses 


in Albania and in the naval war, the 
Italians were suffering one disas- 
trous defeat after another. They sac- 
rificed blood and treasure in Spain; 


• it is not Mussolini but Hitler who 
dominates Spain. They joined the 
•war against France; Hitler did not 
allow them to occupy the French 
ports in the Mediterranean or to 
make contact through French ter- 
ritory with Spain or to take posses- 
lion of Tunis and Corsica. Indeed. 
Mustolini's old friend Laval entered 
into a conspiracy which, if it suc- 
ceeded, would make a totalitarian 
Franc* the successor of Italy as the 
Junior partner of the Axis. 
The 


Italians have been summarily oust- 
ed from Hungary and Rumania— 
the region of central Europe which 
has always been in their sphere of 
Influence. 


To lose Spam, to be betrayed in 


France, to be frustrated in their Af- 
rican claims, to be pushed out of 
central Europe, is a series of disas- 
ters which just about puts an end to 
all that Italian foreign policy has 
aimed at since Mussolini came to 
power. 


These disasters preceded the mili- 


tary reverses of Albania and Taran- 
to, the stalling of the Egyptian cam- 
paign, the grave jeopardy In which 
the Dodecanese Islands have been 


•placed, and the precarious isolation 
of Ethiopia. What makes the Itali- 
an position so serious is not that 
there is as yet any certainty that 
Great Britain can muster the force 
to deliver a knockout blow. 
It is 


that the Italians are now placed in a 
fearful dilemma. If they call in the 
Nazis to help, this will bring the 
Germans into Italy and into the 
Mediterranean, and any victory that 
the Nazis win will then make them, 
not the Italians, the masters of what 
Italians would like to regard as an 
Italian sea. 


If, on the other hand, they dn not 


call in the Nazis, they must wait 
and suffer on the theory thit if 
Britain is defeated in the Atlantic, 
they will extricate themselves in 
the Mediterranean. But they know 
what to expect from a Hitler vic- 
tory in which they themselves have 
been more of a liability than an as- 
set. 
They will be absolutely de- 


fenseless against anything Hitler 
chooses to ask of them, and they 
know quite well that the Tyrol is 
German territory. Trieste is a Ger- 
man city, and the dominion of the 
Balkans and Turkey and the Middle 
East is an essential part of the an- 
cient pan-German ambition. 
Only Salvation Is 
To Get Out Of Axis 


The dilemma of Italy is that the 


Fascist regime and her internal 
economy will be ruined if Germany 
loses the war. whereas Italian inde- 
pendence, the territorial integrity of 
Italy and her empire, will be de- 
stroyed if Germany wins the war. 
There is no way out of this dilemma 
unless Italy is able to leave the Ax- 
is before there is a decision—that is 
to say before Hitler wins or loses 
the war against Great Britain. But 
as long as Hitler has an immense 
unemployed army, Italy 
cannot 


leave the Axis. The time to leave it 
will have arrived only when, with 
Britain in firm control o' the sea 
and with a growing air power, the 
Hitlerian empire begins to disinte- 
grate as Napoleon's did and a con-' 
tinental coalition comes into being 
against him. 


It is already evident that this em- 


pire is not "a new order" but a mere 
military occupation which must be- 
come increasingly difficult as the 
British power of resistance is dem- 
onstrated. There is no slightest evi- 
dence that in any part of Europe 
from Russia to Spain, from Norway 
to Turkey, the Hitlerian empire 
rests upon anything but the naked 
power of the German military es- 
tablishment. The Nazi propaganda 
and the Nazi diplomacy have been 
able to break down resistance to the 
German Army but what they can- 
not do is to hold what the army has 
conquered. The Nazis are able to 
destroy. But they are not able to or- 
ganize and construct, and the longer 
they operate in an occupied terri-
